Hear Admiral Magruder reported 
to the navy department today on 
j hit arrival off that port aboard his 
¡flagship, the cruiser Richmond. 
I 
In announcing 
receipt of this 
message the state department said 
that Admiral Magruder had not in­ 
dicated the source of his inform a­ 
tion. 
His message served however 
to relieve tension in Washington in 
eonnectio with the Tampico situa­ 
tion. 
The Richmond will remain off 
Tampico for the present. 
No or­ 
ders have been sent to the cruiser 
Omaha and the six destroyers ac­ 
companying her from Panama to 
Vera Cruz hut probably some of 
them will join the Richmond at 
Tampico. 
Official* are unwilling to com ­ 
ment on the significance of the 
word “postponed" in Admiral Ma- 
gruder's message. 
It is evident, 
however, that 
they are 
hopeful 
that the blockade problem will not 
be revived and that the warning 
, to Mexican rebel leaders emphasiz­ 
ed by the presence of American 
war vessels at Tampico has been 
sufficient. 
The riohmond 
steamed

ward to Tampico after picking up 
at Vera Cruz most of the erew of 
the 
stranded . cruiser 
Tacoma. 
These men prbbably will he dis­

taken as meaning that she was 
outside the proposed blockade line 
observing conditions and prepared 
to render such assistance to Amer­ 
ican m erchantm en as may be ne­ 
cessary.
